Liming Of Sod Urged 
After Harvesting Hay 


LISBON, June 23 (Special) — 


Farmers who have enough lime- 
stone on their fields to grow red 
clover and alfalfa are urged by 
state agronomists to make lime- 
stone applications on sod after the 
hay crop is removed, according to 
Floyd 
Lower, 
county 
extension 


agent. 


He said results of experimental 


work at the Wooster Experiment 
Station indicate that benefits are 
as good when limestone is applied 
on sod as when applied elsewhere 
in the rotation. 


Limestone is easier to apply on 


sod land, and since the spreading 
will be done in June and July the 
farmer avoids the August-Septem- 
ber rush season with its conse- 
quent short supply. 


Applications on quite acid land 


should be made as near the legume 
seeding as possible, Lower said. 
The usual practice is to apply be- 
fore seeding.

It may be ne- 
cessary to fumigate five or six 
weeks after harvest if weevils are 
found. 


Spittlebugs — With this insect 


now reaching the adult form, many 
can be killed by spraying with 
DDT soon alter removal of the| 
first crop. If second crop is to 
stand for seed, application can be 
made about 20 days after first crop 
is removed. One-and-a-half pounds 
df technical DDT per acre should 
be used. 


Flies — Good sanitation is the 


best control on average farm. DDT 
is satisfactory but should be ap- 
plied with care to prevent contam- 
ination of feed and milk. An ac- 
ceptable substitute for use on diaiy 
cattle is Methoxychlor, although 
not .as long lasting as DDT. 


Lindane is better but requires 


more applications and is expen- 
sive. It is now being sold in com- 
bination with DDT and Methoxy- 
chlor. However, it should not be 
applied to cattle, he said.
